Alaskan Boundary a Fit Ques- 
tion for Permanent Court 
of Arbitration. 



Hint That Forcing Through 
Gerrymander Will Be a 
Long Process. 



I'rom Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, May 27.— The house .set three 
hours this afternoon and transacted im- 
portant business. 

Mr. Clarke Wallace, of West Toronto, 
called attention to the trackmen's strike 
on the G. T, It. by which the safety of 
the travelling public is endangered. He 
thought the government should interfere 
secure justice for the men, who are 
receiving only 9^ cents a day. This view 
was supported by Mr, Wallace and 
others. 

Mr. Dlair and Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
thouirht the ""vcrnment could not well 
intervene unless requested by both sides 
to the dispute. 

The Alaskan Boundary. 

Sir Charles Tapper made a lengthy 
speech regarding the joint high commis- 
sion. For the first time yesterday, he 
said, the Premier stated clearly tinil he 
was Rind to hear him, the position which 
the British commissioners assumed re- 
garding the Alaska boundary. It w.is 
evident from Sir Wilfrid Lnurier's state- 
ment unless the boundary question 
could bo removed by diplomatic aetioin 
there would be no re-assembling of the 
commission. From the inception he 
(Tupper) had treated the question as 
above and beyond party. He was glud 
to sec the peace conference at The 
Hague had suggested that international 
arbitration be established for the pur- 
pose' of dealing with controversial qms- 
tions which might arise between two im- 
tions, The -Alaska question was one 
which might well be referred to such u 
tribunal. Thoy would therefore look for- 
word hopefully to the re-assembling of 
the commission in August, but in order 
to enable the ministers- to get away he 
suggested that they should withdraw 
the redistribution bill for this session. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said the govern- 
ment would be pardoned some feeling of 
satisfaction ut the language of Sir 
Charles Tapper. The wisdom nf the 
course Lflurier had adopted in February 
in breaking off negotiations was fully 
vindicated by Tapper's speech. What 
would have been the use of re-assembling 
in August or any other time if the ques- 
tion on which they could not agree re- 
mained in the same position. They hop- 
ed the respective governments would 
have effected what the commissioners 
could not, and settle the Alaska boun- 
dary, the most important question sub- 
mitted to them. Two ways of settle- 
ment suggested themselves, one giving 
more and taking less, the other giving 
less and receiving more, but they could 
not come to an understanding on the 
question, and only nrbitrntlon remained. 
When that question is submitted to arbi- 
tration it would leave them free for other 
questions. Hp did not. expect to settle 
all questions before the commission to 
the extreme limit of Canada's r : ghts and 
pretensions, hut he hoped honorably and 
satisfactorily, also so ns to intensify the 
good feeling between Great Britain and 
the United States. He wis not pre- 
pared to withdraw the redistribution lid 
but would place the matter before his 
colleagues. Fair consideration of the 
hill would take only a few days but the 
suggestion should he treated with res- 
pect nnd consideration. 

DELAYED TTIK ARBITRATION. 

Conditions Made by Canadian Govern- 
ment Subject of Complaint nt 
Washington. 

Washington, May 27. — To clear up the 
misunderstandings which npi>ear to exist 
in London, and, to some degree, in this 
country, as to the exact status of the ne- 
gotiations between the United States and 
Grcnt Britain on Canadian-American 
issues, the following statements of the 
events that led up to the present condi- 
tions were secured from the best author- 
ity. 

When the commission adjourned some 
months ago it. was because it had reached 
u n apparently insurmountable obstacle 
in the shape of the Alaskan boundary 
question, After the adjournment the 
two governments took up ibis particular 
question, with a view to settling it, and 
thus removing it from the path of the 



many other important issues involved 
There were numerous delays, owiug to 
the need of exchanging views between 
London, Washington and Ottawa, and 
the authorities here became convinced 
that an ' adjustment was hopeless. But 
the feeling iu Loudoa was more hope- 
ful, and when Sir Julian l'auncefote 
reached London, on his way to The 
Hague, he held conferences with Lord 
Salisbury which resulted in a definite 
propositi lor settling the boundary issue 
and removing it us un obstacle of the 
commission. 

The main point of this proposal was 
thut u, separate tribunal of arbitration 
should pass on the boundary quee 
tion. It was communicated to Ambus 
sudor Choate, and by him to the state de 
partment. When the plan was received 
the President was absent at Hot Springs 
Ya., and it was felt desirable to awai 
his return before giving a finai answer 
There was little or no doubt that the 
answer would have been favorable. 

Just as the acceptance was about to 
have been given the olliciuls here were 
surprised to have presented wdiat thoy 
regarded as an extraordinary condition 
which Canada imposed in connection 
with the submission of the question of 
arbitration. This condition was that 
Canada should have Pyramid Harbor 
und a strip of territory on the Lynn Can- 
al, without reference to the general con 
elusions reached by the tribunal of arbi 
trntiou. This port and strip of territory 
on the coast would have carried also the 
buck country leading to the interior. 

This condition, coming after the arbi 
tration plan had been formally proposed 
and was about to be accepted caused not 
only surprise but some indignation among 
the officials here. It was decided not to 
accept this condition, and a peremptory 
refusal was given to the proposition 
Thus the matter stands. 

There is every reason to believe that 
there will he no yielding of the offlcinli 
here to Canada's condition. If it is with 
drawn the arbitration may yet be arrang 
ed as a menus of settling the boundary 
The opinion in the highest quarteri 
seems to be positive that without somi 
adjustment of the boundary matter tlx 
resumption of the work of the joint com- 
mission on the many other topics eonsid 
ered is entirely improbable.

Havana. May 27.— Not a soldier has 
appeared nt L,a Punta to receive the hon- 
orarium of ?7. r j allotted by the 1 United 
States for the surrender of arms and dis- 
bandmcnt of the men composing the Cu- 
ban army. At 10 o'clock this morning, 
the hour set to begin the payment of the 
troops, Major Francis S. Dodge of the 
paymaster's department drove up in a 
four-mule team with $110,000 in gold and 
$0,000 in silver. Six guards accompan- 
ied him and details of men from the St b 
infantry wore under arms to preserve 
order among the mobs which it was sup- 
posed would gather. Col. Geo. II. Ran-' 
dall of the Sth infantry was present as 
commissioner of the United States. Gen. 
Riiis Itivera, who was to-day inducted 
into the office of civil governor of Ha- 
vana, was there to receive the arms with 
a representative of Gen. Gomez, four or 
live Cuban ofllcers and fifteen reporters. 
Half a dozen American clerks with the 
rolls of the Cuban army sat about a long 
table at the headquarters of the Sth regi- 
ment. A hag nf gold was displayed, but 
there were uo applicants for a share of 
it. 

The spectators spent the time ia dis- 
cussing why no Cubans appeared. Gen. 
Rivera said that though there were 
4,.'5XO enrolled privates and non-commis- 
sioned ofllcers in the 4th corps, few of 
them lived in Havana. He explained 
they wore outside the city and would 
probably appear at other places la the 
provinces, and get their apportionment. 
Nearly all the ofllcers, lie added, are in 
Havana. _ 

The representative of Gomez, who has 
been acting for the latter, In an Inter- 
view with Governor-general Bwoke, 
took a gloomy view of the affair. He 
said the Americans in stipulating that 
the Cubans must give up their arms had 
caused a bad impression among the 
Cubans. 

A group of Cuban ofllcers, who proved 
to be some of General Rodriguez's .staff 
had in the meanwhile assembled. They 
smiled at each other, twisted their mous- 
taches and grew confident as the quarter 
hours passed and no soldier's appi'tire.d. 
Finally they jeered in a quiet way the 
whole proceeding. 

Major Scott, General Ludlow's adju- 
tant sent word that a man named Harris 
a Cuban-American serving a sentence in 
penitentlnry, would be sent under guard 
to get his $75.

— Particulars received 
regarding the famine iii Russia confirm 
the previous harrowing accounts. The 
members of the Russian aristocracy 
seem to have at last awakened to a full 
sense of the gravity of the situation, and 
money is beginning to flow on nil sides 
for the relief of the btarviug Mougiljs. 

Unfortunately, charity is most always 
too late. The censor at first prevented 
the truth from being published by the 
Uussiau press. Now that the facts are 
allowed to appear, the famine spectre is 
stalking through the land. Some author- 
ities estimate that as many as 20, 000,- 
0OU peasants are starving. 

The Kev. Mr. Francis, pastor of the 
British-American church tit St. Peters- 
burg, who did so much to secure British 
and American aid (luring the last famine, 
appeals to the British public to-day. He 
says seven provinces, covering lit, HDD 
I square miles, are affected, and that ■>,- 
000,000 people are famine-stricken and 
j will need to be fed for the next three 
months. He adds that the Czar, Czarina, 
Russian government and the Bed Cross 
and other bodies have subscribed many 
millions of roubles, but that £2,250,000 
Is still required. 

The Statist says an attempt is being 
made in London to raise a Russian rail- 
road loan of £3,000,000, at 4 per cent., 
and an issue price of DO. The paper then 
advises the investors not to furnish Rus- 
sia with money to "carry on her anti- 
British policy in China.'"

"The matter is grave. As many con- 
tend, Great Britain yielded more than 
was wise when she accepted even the 
Paris rule. However, the House of 
Commons has always declined to coun- 
tenance any idea of withdrawal and if 
America will come in and sign the de- 
claration, which she practically invoked 
In the Spanish war, it will be a material 
advance in the humanizing of war, and 
England might well re-afflrm the rule 
and absolutely bind herself in the fu- 
ture."

Bight miles out from 
Ilawson they found themselves on an Ice 
Hoc and drifting down the river. l n a 
frantic effort to reach the firm Ice the piece 
they were on upturned, precipitating nil 
into the river. They had completely dis- 
appeared ere a policeman, who saw tho ac- 
cident in a distance, had reached tho scene. 
This Is but one of probably many accidents 
which have been happening since the lee 
started to go. To prevent such occurrences, 
however, the police nt Bennett, ns also at 
Atlln, are reported t.> have put up notices 
warning all of the danger in going down 
the lakes.

A permanent tribunal oC arbitration will 
be a powerful agency in tho hands of 
enlightened men. 

There are reasons why rulers should 
desire to avoid war, which have been 
largely instrumental in bringing about 
the peace conference, and these are those 
which arise from the domestic problems 
now confronting every country in the 
world- The time has come when all 
the wisdom and all the energy of the rul- 
ing classes everywhere must be directed 
to the problems of a social nature now 
pressing for settlement. It is needless to 
specify these, for we are all more or less 
familiar with their nature. The Czar 
made no concealment of the fact that he 
was largely Influenced in summoning the 
peace conference by the vast domestic 
problems before his government. If these 
are not disposed of, ltussia will shortly 
become a seething mass of discontent. 
What is true of this great empire is true, 
to a greater or less degree, of all others. 
Human society is being stirred to its 
profoundest depths. The leaven of civ- 
ilization is working as never before, and 
the best that political wisdom can de- 
vise will fall short of the domestic re- 
quirements of every nation. This, more 
than anything else, is what is making 
for universal peace. History tells us 
that war cannot be successfully prose- 
cuted abroad unless uiere is content at 
home. Every government rightly fears 
the result upon itself of warlike opera- 
tions, no matter how they may termi- 
nate.

PAUNCEFOTE LEADS TRUMPS. 

The brief synopsis of Friday's proceed- 
ings at the peace conference suggests 
more than it tells. We axe told that 
when the Russian delegate had finished 
his remarks upon arbitration Sir Julian 
Pauncefote rose and asked the confer- 
•ence to assent to the principle of a per- 
manent arbitration tribunal, and that 
thereupon the Russian delegate produced 
a new proposal giving erfect to Sir Jul- 
ian's suggestion. This, we are told, was 
greeted with surprise and enthusiasm by 
the delegates, and the British delegate 
was warmly congratulated upon the ef- 
fect of his move. It brought out the 
full strength of Russia's hand, by show- 
ing the conference how far the represen- 
tative of the Czar, at whose invitation 
the august gathering assembled, is pre- 
pared to go for the preservation of peace, 
When the despatch adds that most of 
the delegates were authorized by their 
instructions to go as far as Russia 
has gone, we get some idea of the value 
of the point gained. 

It is a glorious and gratifying thing 
that it was a British delegate who spoke 
the word for permanent international ar 
bitratiou, and there is not a man in till 
our broad Empire who will not rejoice 
that our brothers in language, iustilu 
tions and traditions, who have just 
emerged triumphantly from wax, are 
with us, heart and soul, in the great 
work of peace. That the Czar is ready 
to go as far as Great Britain and the 
United States will lead is also a consid- 
eration full of hope for the future. 

But some will ask: Of what use is m 
international tribunal of arbitration, see 
ing that it cannot enforce its decrees' 
It will be of the greatest value. Then 
iB such a thing as international sentiment 
To go no further back than last year, we 
saw, in the early days of the Spanish- 
American war, that international sen 
tinieut counts for a great deal. Ail pub 
lie men recognize that nothing except the 
mora) support of Great Britain so openly 
given to the United States prevented the 
active intervention of some of the Eu 
ropeau powers on behalf of Spain, which 
would have precipitated a tremendous 
conllicL It is safe to say that no nation 
will enter upon war ia opposition to tin 
united sentiment of the rest of civiliza 
tion. This, of itself, means much, but 
there are practical considerations which 
cuter into the matter. In the first place, 
wirr costs money, and the influence of 
governments can be easily exerted to reu 
der the lloating of loans for war purposes 
extremely difficult, if not impossible 
Secondly, and perhaps principally, do 
nicotic public opinion will compel govern 
meuts to recognize arbitration as afford 
ing a solution of most international dif- 
ficulties. We recall the words of Jean 
ette in the old ballad, when she express 
eil the wish that those who made tin 
HuarrelB should be the only ones U 
tight. We have reached that stage now 
for, as the people have to do the fight- 
:iir. :is they must supply the blood and 
treasure which war demands, so, too 
their voice controls the rulers, who speak 
the words which lead to war. Let the 
principle of arbitration bo recognized, 
and the government which disregards it 
is like-ly to find itself called upon to set- 
tle accounts with its own people. Third 
ly, we bpliove there is u disposition among 
public men everywhere to avoid war. 
Formerly, it was the first resort ip eases 
of dispute; now it is the lust. Formerly, 
war was! the normal condition of society; 
now ft'js abnormal. Except in such rare 
cases as may arise when an ambitious 
man,, a second Napoleon, may aim at 
overturning existing national conditions 
and building up an empire for himself, 
statesmen nre likely, in the future, to

THE UNION RESPONSIBLE. 

An Associated Press despatch from 
Wardner, Idaho, says that the evidence 
given before the coroner's jury, which in- 
quired into the deaths of the victims of 
the recent riots there, makes it "impos- 
uible to doubt that the riots and the mur- 
ders of April 29th were designed and 
perpetrated by the miners' union as such.'' 
The despatch then goes on to give a few 
details allowing how it was proved by 
the oath of members of the union that 
the outbreak was planned at a spe.'ial 
meeting of the organization. All right 
thinking people, whether connected with 
a labor organization or not, will feel the 
deepest regret that "the evidence abso- 
lutely refutes the theory that the union 
as an organization was guiltless of the 
crimes." When working men organize 
for the purpose of killing those who are 
not members of their order, the end of 
the usefulness of labor unions is in sight, 
and all sober-minded workers will hold 
aloof from them. We think this is the 
first occasion when responsibility for 
riot and murder has been brought hone 
to a labor organization. It is probably 
the first occasion when the facts war- 
ranted such a conclusion. Hitherto the 
union men have been passive or at the 
most have confined themselves to the 
destruction of property, "if lives were 
lost, it was not because the union intend- 
ed the blood shed. In the Wardner case 
the union men armed themselves with 
stolen guns and having masked their 
faces went out deliberately for the pur- 
pose of "driving out the scabs." It is 
scarcely necessary to say that such 
things cannot he permitted in any civil- 
ized community. We may grant the 
right of men to demand what they re- 
gard as just wages and to organize 
enforce their demand by the influence 
which numbers give; but we deny utterlj 
the right of any man or combination of 
men to dictate to others what price tin 
shall charge for their labor. If is 
wrong for employers to combine anil r 
fuse to pay more than a certain wage, 
it is equally wrong for working men to 
combine nnd refuse to allow others to 
work for less than a certain wage. If n 
man owns a factory, a mine or n farm 
he has a right to say what wages he will 
pay to those whom he employs. If a "mar 
has only the labor of His hands he has 
an equl right to say how much he shal 
ask for it. As the employer has no rigiit 
to use violence to compel men to work 
for him on any terms whatever, so 
combination 'of working men has a rigiit 
to dictate terms to others upon which 
they shall work, still less bus any com- 
bination a shallow of justification 
shoot down men, for the sole roason that 
they are willing to work for less than t 
certain rate of wages. 

It is very clear that the strong arm ol 
the law must be employed to protect mei 
in the exercise of their liberty to work 
for such wages as they are willing i, 
accept. We do not advocate the sup 
pression of trades unions, but only the 
protection of persons not connected with 
I lieu from interference in the exercise 
of their liberty as free men. Labor has 
no more deadly enemy than the agitator 
who plays upon men's passions and pre- 
judices. If workingmen would stop and 
think they would realize that no cm 
tlvo committee is able to grasp tha whole 
economic situation and speak ex catb 
edra as to bow it should bo dealt with. 
In (ho field of labor as in that ol" po- 
litical life, the freedom of the individual 
means the safety and welfare of 'hi 
mass. Labor organization, as exempli 
lied at Wardner, is the worst, foe of this 
freedom, and therefore calls for the con- 
demnation of every honest working man. 



During the next two years tho advance 
was slower, the amounts for 1S95 and 
1S90 respoctmjy having been 231,rjl2 
nnd 281,2GU ounces respectively.

Ar- 
tesian wells have been sunk, but the 
water from them is not fit for use unless 
it 1ms been distilled. There has been, a 
great amount of sickness in the mining 
regions and the death roll has. been, and 
continues to be very large. Contrasted 
witli British Columbia the country is an 
inhospitable desert. 

Whether our mines nre likely to be 
more or less profitable than those of 
West Australia is uncertain, but that the 
opportunities for the investment of capi- 
tal here are as good as there cannot be 
lenied. We mean, of course, the natural 
>pportunities. Yet what have wo to 
show in comparison with the one hun- 
Ired and ninety-set-en working mines of 
West Australia, which have been open- 
1 since 1S91V From a somewhat hasty 
examination of the statements of the 
everal companies, we estimate that they 
represent a capitalization of $150,000,- 
000. a vast b ii in. If a quarter >f it 
ould be obtained for British Columbia 
■very line of business would be /itimu- 
hited to a degree that we can scarcely 
iceivc of. Is it not therefore desirable 
that the circumstances under which this 
remarkable development of West Aus- 
tralia has taken place should be thor- 
oughly looked into by the government 
anil people of this province? Why is it 
that our sister colony can get all the 
capital needed for tho development of 
her mines, while this province cannot? 
Is there any one who can throw some 
light upon this question? If so, we 
would be glad to hear from him. 



AN OBJECT LESSON. 

The Financial News Supplement of 
May 2nd contains some interesting sta- 
tistics relating to gold mining in West 
Australia. The output of gold began in 
1801. or nt least, that is tho first year 
mentioned in the statistics, when then:

We find that in 1S92, 
the product of the previous year was 
nearly donhled, tho output having bees 
59,518 ouncK'6. Tho following year saw

CLAYOQUOT'S CELEBRATION. 

How the Residents of the Thrifty Town 
of Clayoquot Kept Queen's 
Birthday. 

The residents, prospectors and miners 
of Clayoquot held a meeting on Monday, 
May 8, to devise ways and means to 
adequately commemorate the eightieth 
birthday of Her Gracious Majesty Queen 
Victoria. The Rev. Father Van Nevel 
was elected chairman anil Mr. N. Camp- 
bell secretary of the meeting. It was 
deckled to elect n committee of three 
to draw up a programme and collect, 
funds for the celebration. Sir Tho.ims 
Dancer, Rev. Father Van Nevel and Mr. 
V. Jacobsen were chosen with Mr. N. 
Campbell to act as secretary-treasurer of 
the committee. Every one responded g' n- 
erously and at the time of the celebra- 
tion the committee had over one hun- 
dred dollars in cash to give in prizes for 
the different events of the day. Cap- 
tain Seiwerd was appointed starter of 
the sailing and canoe races; Bev. Father 
Van Nevel starter or the foot ra >es; 
Captain Boyd Wilson and Mr. Richards 
judges, and Sir Thomas Dancer referee. 
At. 8 o'clock in the morning the cannou 
of the schooner Dora Siewerd boom -d. 
and at this signal all the Hags in the 
vicinity were hoisted, whilst tin' Doni 
Siewerd and the Sultan, the private 
yacht of Sir Thomas Dancer, were hand- 
somely decked from stem to stern with 
u variety of signal Hags. The booming 
■ •r the cannon was rdso the signal fur the 
Indians to assemble at the spot selected 
for the celebration. Soon a mtlltit lde 
ill' canoes filled with Indians of all ngJS 
gave to the beautiful harbor of Clayo- 
Uliot a very lively appearance. At noon 
a royal salute of twenty-one was 
Bred from the Dora Siewerd. 'Hie vari- 
ous events of the day were entered into 
with gTent zest anil keenly contested. 
Among all the races there were none 
more interesting than the Indinn canoe 
races. The canoes were on shore about 
fifteen yards from the water's edge. At 
the signal for the start the Indians were 
to pick up their canoes and launch them. 
These races were very close from storl 
to finish. The events Tor the day were 
11)0 yards foot race for the whites; 100 
yards foot race for Indians; sack va"o 
for whites; sack race for Indians; canoe 
race for Indian men; canoe, nice for In- 
dian women; greasy pole; sailing rice 
for Norwegian boats; sailing race for 
sealing boats; sailing race for all-comers; 
tug-of-war. whites v. Indians. In the 
evening a dance for the whites was held 
at the Clayoquot store: the day's festivi- 
ties being concluded by all present sing- 
ing the National Anthem, Every ■an' 
admitted thai this 24th was one of the 
most pleasant days they had spent in 
their life.

Ottawa, May '22. — Tho debate on Mani- 
toba elections was reported in my lust let- 
ter, and I think It has been shown Lhu.t a 
search for evidence commenced hi 1890 
by a private individual, not a member 
of the Dominion go-vernment, was con- 
tinued under the sanction of the present 
Premier of Canada, and that the costs of 
this search were guaranteed by him, 
out of the Dominion exchequer, although 
such costs should have fallen upon the 
purse of the province of Manitoba, if on 
any one. 

It baa been shown what these costs 
amounted to; how they were made up; 
who prolited by them, and that the net 
gain to the country, which paid them, 
was the conviction of one man, subse- 
quently made a magistrate of the prov- 
ince in which and against which he is al- 
leged to have sinned. It has been shown 
why the opposition complalnB of these ex- 
penditures, and why it complains that a 
proper investigation of the whole matter 
has been postponed until such an investi- 
gation is practically impossible. 

Incidentally it has been shown Hint the 
same names, dates and specific eharger 
are not considered by the present govern- 
ment necessary for the initiation of an 
investigation against Conservatives as 
are necessary when the investigation ask- 
ed Cor is against the Grits. 

The mere suspicion of foul play, enter- 
tained by n private individual, unsupport- 
ed by definite charges or signed state- 
ments, is sufficient to warrant the em- 
ployment of all the legal machinery 
known to Canada, and the expenditure of 
Canada's money, when the man who 
suspects is a Grit, and the men suspected 
Conservatives, but the suspicion of all 
Europe and America, voiced by the press 
of both continents, out of the house, and 
by an ex-minister in the house, supported 
by names, dates and speeitie charges, is 
not suUlcient to warrant a similarly in- 
quisitorial investigation, when those 
whose conduct is to be inquired into are 
friends of the government. 

Do the people of Canada believe that 
an investigation like that of Manitoba, 
conducted by lawyers and detectives, hos- 
tile to the parties suspected, would in the 
Yukon ense result in the conviction, of 
only one miserable wretch, who would af- 
ter conviction be made u "full-Hedged 
magistrate" of the Yukon? 

If not, what do they think of the course 
pursued by their present rulers? 

Hut "Order" Mr. McMullen, of North 
Wellington is up for the defense, and his 
tones, hnrsh and rasping as those of a 
graphophone, are already irritating to 
both sides of the house. 

Apparently the Hon. Mr. Sifton does 
not feel equal to defending himself. Of 
him Mr. Foster said that "when himself 
and his department are attacked" he 
"never has the courtesy to answer n. 
charge that is brought against him, or 
an indictment of his own personal work, 
unless he is shamed into it by his col- 
leagues." 

But for a government whose leading 
characteristic is inconsistency a more fit- 
ting advocate that Mr. McMullen could 
not have been chosen on this occasion, 
when it was necessary to defend an un- 
warrantable expenditure of public mon- 
eys for which vouchors have not been 
produced. 

As a cheese-paring stickler for small 
economies; as a man who invariably 
insisted upon everything being done ac- 
cording to the strictest letter of the law, 
this gentleman, who is reputed to be a 
politician for pleasure, and a note-shaver 
for profit, and made his mark for many 
.years in the opposition. 

He stands up now to defend every 
method bo once attacked. 

I always felt that it was a mistake to 
have two languages spoken in a British 
House of Commons. Alas! three are 
spoken there to-day— French, English, 
and another. 

Of the "other" the principal exponents 
are a Mr. Davis from the Northwest, and 
Mr. McMullen. 

I am not going for to say that these 
gentlemen, if they were "subpeenied," 
would not go for to swear that they had 
done all as they seen necessary, for to 
try for to learn the English language, 
but I do say with regret that owing, per- 
haps, to a lack of board schools in their 
districts they have not learned it, and 1 
no longer wonder at the look of disgust 
which conies over Mr. Mc.M ullen's lea 
tures whenever he opens his mouth. I 
used to think that there was something 
offensive to him on his side of the bouse, 
and 1 sympathized with him, but I know 
now that his own mouth is the offender. 

His defence of what thai cool, calcu- 
lating man of figures, Mr. George Fos- 
ter described as "the most outrageous, 
the most unauthorized, the least defensi- 
ble piece of business" he had ever heard 
canvassed in the house, must have stunk 
in his nostrils. It is not worth repeating. 
It would be eruei to McMullen to put 
it. on record against him. As Mr. 
Sproule said, who followed him, his stand 
was at variance witli his life-long creed, 
his statements were shown to be at var- 
iance with facts, and his little piece of 
quoted poetry was of his own composi- 
tion. 

Mr. McfoulU •n's view is that what he 
ways is right is therefore right; that he 
not only represents, but is the people of 
Canada. That is his own private delu- 
sion, which the voice of the electorate 
may he safely left to dispel in the near 
future. 

As no minister would rise (dare rise) 
to .defend tho government, Mr. Poster,' 
who wanted an enemy worthy of his 
Meel,, rose and whipped them until one 
(poor Hir I,oui.s Davies) lost his head and 



him, if I quoted it wholesale from Hun- 
sard. 

As usual, Mr. Foster made his ground 
firm beneath his feet before launching 
his attack. Sir Hibbert's address, he 
said, was founded largely upon evidence 
sworn to by witnesses before the public 
accounts committee. Of that public ac- 
counts committee Mr. Foster was a 
member during the investigation, and he 
asserted from bis place in the house that 
a more outrageous, u more unauthorized, 
a more indefennible piece of business he 
had never heard canvassed in the house 
since be hud been a member of it. 

Mr. Foster vouched for the accuracy 
of Sir Hibbert's charges; he pointed to 
the fact that no member of the govern- 
ment had met those charges, either with 
an apologv or a defence; silence and an 
affectation of indifference was the only 
answer which the government would 
vouchsafe, but he pointed out that the 
country would expect a better answer 
than this even, from a government which 
feit itself safe in its brute majority

the insufficiently surveyed condition of 
our const Lloyds has raised the rate or 
insurance in Canadian waters: it Is al- 
leged (though this is disputed) that the 
fine ship Custilian was lost owing in 
part to an uncharted eureut, and it is 
admitted that men like Commander Gor- 
don, Mr. Smith of Halifax( our own 
nautical adviser and late commodore of 
the Allan line), Professor McLeod, Doc-

As far as the prosecution of the law 
in the case was concerned, Mr. Foster 
challenged the government to deny that 
that was the duty of the provincial gov- 
ernment of Manitoba, and of that gov- 
ernment only: as to the allegations 
made by Sir Charles Tupper, he remind- 
ed ministers that they had not dared to 
deny a single one of them, nnd he asked 
the government to tell him how it pro- 
posed to justify the employment of a 
private individual to hire Lawyers, and to 
set the whole of the law's machinery go- 
ing, without a vote of parliament, and 
without the authorization of an order in 
council, and he characterized the demand 
subsequently made for an order in coun- 
cil to pay certain advances as "a lie up- 
on the face of it." "These," he said, 
"were not advances." The men had 
been paid. They had been paid out of 
private funds; they hud been paid in 
pursuance of private offers to conduct 
the case, made by a man by the name of 
Sifton. not the attorney-general of the 
province of Manitoba, nnd not a member 
of the government. 

The department of justice knew no 
u -ore of this than the man in the moon, 
the Premier had no more right to pro- 
mise that private individual that if he 
went ahead the government would pay 
his expenses than he would have had to 
take Dominion money to hail Siberian 
convicts out of their exile in Siberia. 

Behind the back of the government, be- 
hind the back of the council, the Premier 
of Canada hud reimbursed a private in- 
dividual out of the public moneys far 
expenses for which that private individ- 
ual was alone responsible. 

He charged that this private individual 
Mr. Sifton had paid to his favorite, Mr. 
Wade, for work which he had not done 
$1,500, before Uie minister of justice 
knew what was going on: before there 
was any order-in-council, or any vote in 
parliament authorizing it, had paid him 
in the hope that it could all be * * 
from the funds of this Dominion. 

1 leave a blank here, Mr. Editor. 
Words that may be good honest English, 
and safe for Mr. Foster to use, are not 
necessarily safe for me. 

How Mr. Foster rcprsented Sir Oliver 
Mowat as characterizing Mr. Wade's 
charge of $1,500, reduced by him to 
$(J90, is also not for me to repeat. The 
words are in Hansard, page 3342, ami 
that page is interesting reading. Any 
ordinary man who heard the charges 
and answers reported in this issue of 
Hansard could not have escaped the con-

Foster's last unanswerable statement, 
that the taxpayer's contribution to the 
federal purse can only be used legally to 
meet such expenditures as are warranted 
by the executive of the country, lh.lt is 
to say, by the council of the country, 
ami the Governor-General, and to ,u- 
thorize such expenditures ,the signatures 
of these officials are necessary. 

When the ex-minister of finance sat 
down Sir I,ouis Davies jumped up. His 
seat had apparently been getting very 
hot for him for some time past. Mr. 
Foster, he said, had spoken very warmly, 
but every one knew that Mr. Foster was 
only acting, and as for Sir Hibbert, that 
gentleman had told the committee last 
year ,that he had failed to prove his cn.se, 
and implored the committee to give him 
another chance. 

"That is not correct," said Sir Hibbert 
firmly from his seat. 

"'! h:il is quite correct," retorted Sir 
Louis hotly. 

"I deny it absolutely," retorted Tup- 
per. and then ns even in the House of 
Commons a mini cannot put into h if 
adversary's mouth words which bis ad- 
versary did not say Sir Louis had to 
withdraw his statement, the truth being 
that he (Sir Louis Davies) said now, 
that Sir Hibbert had failed, and .not Hint 
Sir Hibbert himself had admitted that hi:

edge of the current of those waters whether 
due to tide or any oilier cause' because they 
'attributed serious loss of life and property 
to Ignorance of these tides and currents;' " 
that a further memorial to the same effect 
was sent In, signed by Messrs. II. and A. 
Allan, David Torrance & Co., H. 10. Murray, 
Anderson, Mackenzie & Co., and P. W. 
Henshnw, ship owners; aud that this me- 
morial having been endorsed heartily by 
the Quebec board of trade and the Montreal 
board of trade was then suomltted to Capt 
W. II. Smith, R.N. It., late commodore of 
the Allan line, now chairman of the Hoard 
of Examiners of .Masters and Mates, with 
;«> years' experience of the Atlantic service, 
who recommended that "the gauges he 
placed In all prominent ports and observti 
Hons taken by competent persons."

PAWNBROKERS IN JAPAN. 

Due of the bills Introduced in the Jap- 
anese house of representatives illustrates 
a curious phase of every-day life union; 
the lower orders of Tokio. The pawn 
brokers' law now in force forbids i 
pawnbroker to levy a higher interest 
than 1 sen per month for a loan not ex- 
ceeding "."> sen. Thus u pawnbroker 
may obtain V- sou a year for a loan of 25 
sen; or he may even obtain lli sen n 
year for a loan of YJ. sen. Such charge* 
seem high enough, in all conscience. Nev- 
ertheless, the bill to which we allude de- 
nounces the restrictions of the present 
law as unduly limiting the pawnbrok- 
ers' gains, and, consequently, tending to 
prevent the people obtaining useful ac- 
commodation. Tin.' explanation of an ob- 
jection so singular at first sight is to he 
found in the circumstances under which 
these- small loans are made. 

Many folks, men and women, who sub- 
sist by manual labor in Tokio, find them- 
selves constantly without BUfllcient funds 
to buy their dinner. They can buy their 
breakfast, but money to get a dinner is 
wanting. It is their habit, then, to put 
some of their cooking utensils in pawn, 
tints obtaiuing means to pay for their 
dinner; and when they receive their 
day's wage iu the evening they are able 
to redeem the pledged article, and ulso to 
procure their supper that night and their 
breakfast nnd bath the following morn- 
ing. Tin- pawnbroker, therefore, has. to 
perform thirty transactions monthly in 
tin; nut tire of taking pledges and paying 
and receiving money. The sum involved 
each day is very small, and the interest, 
as we have seen, may be anything from 
100 to 48 per cent., lint, on the other 
bund, a charge of 1 sen |s>r mensem for 
such troublesome services is certainly 
not exorbitant. — Japan-American Jour- 
nal.

How the Death of Duke Humphrey Was
